His uncle, Conn Little, went to the 
hardware store this morning shortly aft- 
er 7 o'clock and found the door unlock- 
ed, 
lie presumed the tinner had been 


there before him and opened up, eo 
thought1 no more of it and proceeded to 
wait, upon one or two customers who 
were waiting. 
After they had le.ft Mr. 


Little walked to the little enclosed ele- 
vated ofllci*. and opening the door to en- 
ter, found his nephew lying dead upon 
the office floor. 


Mr. Little had arranged all his busi- 


ness affairs during the past few days, 
nnd his books as city treasurer 
were 


carefully balanced yesterday, 
"Trace." 


Little wns widely and favorably known, 
and his tragic end is a profound shock 
to a very wide circle of frie.nds.

to embarking in the hardware business 
he was publisher of the Tinrrett Clip- 
per.

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STIRRING UP AN OLD NEST. 


Step Toward Flood Prevention 


It is encouraging to riote that with the passing of im- 


mediate flood danger the national government is not al- 
lowing the movement for flood prevention to lapse. One 
Indiana man, J. S. Spiker, of Yjncennes, a consulting and 
sanitary engineer, has been named as a member of the fed- 
eral committee to assist the. national drainage congress in 
studying flood prevention and drainage problems in Indi- 
ana and other states. 


Secretary Lane, of the interior department, has prom- 


ised his co-operation in drafting a bill for presentation to 
the next regular session of congress looking toward effect- 
ive work in coping with the flood menace. The outlines 
of this bill have already been discussed. In general it will 
provide for the creation of a board or bureau which will 
be charged with the work of flood protection, stream reg- 
ulation and swamp land reclamation under national su- 
pervision and control. 


The expense of this will not be borne in full by the 


national government, but the board will co-operate with 
the various states, cities, corporations and individuals, 
and each will bear his expense, proportionate to the bene- 
fits derived. The board will also have the benefit of all 
the scientific services of the government for investigation 
and research. After the measure has been approved by 
the subcommittee and their co-operators, it will be sub- 
mitted to the national executive committee, of the drainage 
organization before it is introduced in the congress or its 
details given to the public.

Fort Wayne i-^ especially interested in 


the tlag. for it is one of the few cities 
of the central states which can truly 
claim that every flag of the union has 
floater! above it. It enjoys the further 
distinction of being located on a site over 
which have floated the colors of five na- 
tions—if the Red Man may be allowed 
to come under this general classification. 


The Banner of France. 


The exact year in which the colors of 


France appeared upon the soil which 
now supports the city of Fort Wayne 
no historian can name with certainty. 
There are those who claim that as early 
as 104C! Fathers Charles Ra.ymbault and 
Claud Pijart. French missionaries to the 
Algonquins. visited Kekionga. now the 
site of Lakeside, but the continuation of 
the c'aim lacks substantial proof. Father 
Claud Allouez. whose missionary elforts 
resulted in the appointment of LaSalle 
to his great work of exploration, was 
here probably in the year l(>71. 


In 1075 France established a military 


post here. The French remained in pos- 
session until their forte were destroyed 
by the Indians in 1747. Two years later, 
the strongholds were rebuilt, and they 
we«o in the possession of the French 
when visited by Capt. Bieuvtlle de Cel- 
eron, of Canada. 


The Banner of Great Britain. 


But in 1700 the forts fell to the Rritisli ' 


under command of Knsign Holmes, who 
rame from Detrnit. In 170.') France ceded 
to Great Britain tlie territory which it 
had claimed in this region. 


The Flag of 1775. 


At the outbreak of (lie Revolution, the- 


American army, under Washington, car- 
ried a flag which combined the thirteen 
red and white stripes together with the 
crosses of St. George and St. Andrew, 
indicating the union rt the colonies with 
the mother country. A drawing of this 
flag is herewith shown. 


The "Betsy Ross ' 1 lag. 


However, in the following year, when 


the Declaration , of 
Independence, was 


proclaimed, the united colonies adopted 
the flag which has become known as the 
"Betsy Ross" flag, made of 
thirteen 


stripes and thirteen stars, the latter set 
in circular form. An illustration of this, 
the first real American tlag, accompanies 
this article. It is - cr}* lively that Gen- 
eral Harmer's troops carried this Hag 
when they sought to rout the Miamis 
from Kckiongu in 1700. Certain it is 
that this type of flag was raised on that 
memorable- day when Liout.-Col. llam- 
tranck raised the banner of red, white 
and blue over the newly-finished stock- 
ade of old Fort Wayne and in the pres- 
ence of Gen. Wayne and his army, chris- 
tened the fort with the proud na.me 
which the city has borne from its begin- 
ning. This flag waved over the crude log 
stockade for only a. period of about one 
year, however, for two new states—Ver- 
mont, in 1701, and Kentucky, in 1792— 
had been admitted, and, according to tlm 
law then .in force, a new star ajid a new 
stripe were added to the original flag. 


A "Freak Flag."' 
" 


Rev. Mr. Folsom, in the address pub- 


lished in connection with this article, 
gives the interesting history of the flag 
with fifteen stars and 
fifteen 
stripes 


which then eaine into being, and it will 
be. omitted here. In this connection, how- 
ever, it is interesting to note tba.t this 
strange type of flag was 
carried 
i.ll 


through the struggle of 1812—in fact, it 
was the national emblem for a period 
of twenty-three years—and the 
bril- 


liancy of its colors brought tears of joy 
from the imprisoned soldiers in the stock- 
ade of Fort Wayne in 1812. when Gen. 
William Henry Harrison's army raised 
the long, weary siege. The Indians had 
surrounded the fort and kept the troops 
imprisoned for a considerable period when 
the timely appeaance of Gen. Harrison's 
army 
brought 
peace- which 
endured 


through many years. 


The Later Flags. 


In ISIS, with the admission of Illinois, 


the flag which graced the site of Fort 
Wayne contained thirteen stripes ami 
twenty otic stars. 
Since then, tne tlag- 


inakurs have been busy keeping the beau- 
tiful banner up to date. Alabama's ad- 
mittance in 1810 added the twenty-third 
star, and the other states, in the ord.^r

the single purpose to defend ami uplift 
humanity. 


"In the early period, there wafl a 


great variety of flags. For nearly sev- 
enty years before the Revolution, the 
red ensign of Great Britain wan general- 
ly adopted by the American colonies. It 
was called the Union Hag, because in 
the upper corner next to the staff were 
the red cross of St. George, representing 
England; and the white cross represent- 
ing Scotland. 
The colonist.? were truly 


devoted to this flag in pre-revolutionary 
times, though the various colonies af- 
fixed certain words 
or 
characters to 


designate the individual and positive ex- 
istence of each. 
This spirit became 


prominent a little later. 


" First Flag of Revolutionists. 


"It is just a little difficult to know 


when the first flag of the revolutionists 
was made, 
though

Page was flag-bearer of his company at 
Concord, the first battle of the Revolu- 
tion.

This is the flag which inspired the patriots under Wash- 


ington at the outbreak of the Revolution. 1775. 
The 


presence of the crosses of St. (George and St. Andrew indi- 
cate that the colonies, although represented on the banner 
by thirteen stripes, hail not, yet broken away from the 
mother country. Probably no flag of this t,y[ie ever floated 
over the site of Fort Wavnc. 


This flag, commonly referred to as the -'Betsy Ross 


flag." was flung to the breeze after tile signing of the 
Declaration of'Independence in 1776. 
Flags of this type 


doubtless appeared here with the coming of General llar- 
mer. or even earlier, and were curried by the victorious 
troops of Gen. Wayne.

It is called the 
Markoe banner of 177S. This may have 
been the ground of suggestion for the 
new flag of thirteen stripes of a few- 
years later. 


The Cambridge Flag. 


When congress was in session in Phil- 


adelphia, 1775, a committee of three was 
appointed, with Benjamin Franklin as 
chairman, to go to Cambridge, where 
Washington was in charge of the army, 
and determine 
some 
very important 


questions raised by the general. 
This 


committee, consisting of Franklin, Har- 
rison and Lynch, seem to have been in- 
structed to provide a new flag, though 
this does not appear in the official re- 
ports and records of its appointment. 
But the making of the new flag wa» 


red and white, with the crosses of St.. 
George and St. Andrew in the canton, 
from which it will be seen that the flag 
was only half American. Undoubtedly 
this Hag of thirteen stripes, added more 
than any one can possibly conceive of

Mrs. Ross sugcvstcd that a star of five 
-mints would be. more symmetrical and 
iippropriatc.

A Genuine American Flag. 


Then ca,me the great event which I am 


going to endeavor to express in one 
paragraph. 
It was on the fourteenth 


day of June, 1777, after two years of 
hard and desperate fighting in the in- 
terests of a great cause that congress 
became, awakened to the unwisdom of 
the confusion 
of 
flags 
and banners 


which then waved over army and navy. 
The happy thought stirred some soul 
that if a distinctively new flng might 
apepar before the'eyes-of the. triad sol- 
diers, they would flame with new inspir- 
ation and courage. 
On this date, June 


14, 1777, the continental congress adopt- 
ed the resolution which declared that, 
"the flag of the thirteen United States 
bo thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
whitej that the. union, bo thirteen stars, 


new Hag was unfurled in a batt 
Coach's Bridge, September 3, 1777- 


This flag of 1777 wakened and in- 


spired the patriotism of the loyal sub- 
jects of the new iration horn on American 
soil. It continued to rie the flag of the 
United States until the first of May, 
170S. 
The change came about in this 


way. 
Vermont was aiimitted into tht 


union on the 4th of March. 1701, and 
Kentucky on .lime 1st, 
1702. 
In 
the 


course of a few months these new states 
nsked to he represented in the flag. Ste- 
phen R. Bradley, the first senator from 
Vermont, notified the senate on Monday 
Sept. 23rd. 1703. he should move to bring 
in a bill to alter the flag so that after 
the first day of May. 1705, it, should 
earn- fifteen stars and fifteen stripes. 
The bill passed the senate very quickly 
but was held up in the house. Mr, Ben- 
jamin Goodhue, of Salem, Mafls., thought 
the alteration of t.he ting was a trilling 
piece of business rnd that it was their 
duty to discuss 'matters of infinitely 
greater consequence.' lie contended thai 
if congress were to niter the flag froir 
thirteen to fifteen stripes, and with two 
additional stars because Vermont and 
Kentucky had been added to the union 
they might go on for a century adding 
and altering as new states were received 
He contended that the flag ought tn b 
permanent in its nmnner of stars am 
stripes. After prolonged debate the vot 
was taken and the bill providing Ihn 
'after t.he 1st day of May, 1705, t.bc tlaj, 
of the United States be fifteen stripes 
alternate red and white; that the union 
lie fifteen stars, white in the blue fieH 
was passed by a vote of 50 yeaa to -12 
nays. The bill was approved by Prcsi 
dent, Washington on the 13th day of Jan 
ua.ry, 1704. 


First Change in Form, 


nearly twenty-two years wnen further 
steps were taken by congress to change 
its form. 
It passed through the war of 


1812-13--4. 
It had won many victories 


on land, and thirteen of the eighteen en- 
gagements on water. At Fort McHenry 
this flag inspired the greatest flag-anthem 
ever written. In the meantime five states 
had been added to the union, and Illinois 
was asking for admission. Through the 
earnest endeavors of Mr. Peter H. Wend- 
over. of New York city, a • new move- 
ment, was started to firing the flag up- 
to-date. On the Oth of December. 1810. 
he olfered a resolution in the house ot 
representatives calling for » select com- 
mittee to inquire into the expediency 
of altering the flag of the United States 
to meet the conditions then existing. Mr. 
Wendover contended that four states had 
been added, hut the flag remained the 
same. 
It was argued by others that if 


the stars 'and stripes be increased and 
multiplied, the flag would become indis- 
tinct to distant observation and should 
therefore be restricted to the original 
form and character. The committee was 
appointed and after a. prolonged period 
of discussion and contention, a report 
was prepared. 
It was truly prophetic. 


It provided for the increasing influx of 
state* into the union. It suggested that 
no alteration in the flaj,' could be made 
that would be more emblematic of the 
origin of 'the union than to reduce the 
stripes to the. origina.1 thirteen, represent- 
ing the- number of states then contending 
for. and happily achieving, their inde- 
pendence, and to increase the stars to 
correspond with the number of states 
then in the union, and thereafter to add 
a star whenever a new state should be 
fully admitted. 


Mr. Wendover Persistent. 


"The second session of the Fourteenth 


congress 
ignored t.he committee 
anc 


therefore no report was made. But Mr 
Wendover was persistent and in Decem- 
ber. 1817. he succeeded in submitting his 
previous resolution for the appointment 
of a select committee to inquire into the 
necessity for changing the flag. The 
resolution wos agreed t*». and Mr, Wend- 
over wns appointed chairman of th.it 
committee which reported in January, 
ISIS, to the house of representatives the 
following bill: 'From the Fourth day of 
July, 1818, the flag of the United States 
shall he thirteen horizontal stripes, alter- 
nate red nnd whitr: that the. union ha-fe 
iwiMity stars, while- in ft bluo field; that 
on the admission of every new state into 
the union, one utar he added to the union 
of I he flag, and that such addition shall 
take cfTcet on the Fourth of July next, 
iieceeding such admission.' 
"On March 24th. 181S, the bill wns 
resented. 
Mr. Wendover moved to go 


nto the committee of the whole, which 
irevailed.

of the flag, for they nave always ielt 
that malignant

upon the flag to be an unendurable evii 
and outrage and should not be permitted 
by the government. Their constant ap- 
leal "to protect the flag from street 
jrawls and riots, from use as party sign- 
joards and trade-mark, from degradation 
;nd mutilation and insult at the hands 
of anarchists and fomenters of sedi- 
tion." has at last been instrumental in 
bringing about, splendid reforms. Through 
:he efforts of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution other societies and -»r- 
zanizations have been enlisted that th« 
Stars and Stripes may be preserved Ba- 
cred. unpolluted, and uninjured. 
Sinca 


the year 1000. splendid progress has been 
made, Manv of the states iiave enacted 


:n the city of Washington. The bill was 
endorsed also by the national society 
and was first introduced in congress De- 
cember 18th, 1807. 
The Daughters of 


;ho American Revolution began their ef- 
'ort b}' asking for complete protection 


laws for the encouragement of wholesome 
reverence of our national banner. It 
might be well for us to review a few of 
thoee laws that we may realize mora 
fully the trend of thought and the pro- 
gress of patriotic reverence expressed in 
the laws of some of the states. 


Review of Development. 


"First of all in a general way let ui 


review the, development of legal adop- 
tion and protection, of our national flag. 
Since 1818. no act by congress has been 
passed altering the main features of 
the flag, except as to the number of 
stare in the union. 
In the war witi 


Mexico, the national flag bore twenty- 
nine stars in its union; during the. late 
civil war, thirty-five, and July 4th, 1908, 
forty-six stare, now forty-eight. 


"In none of the acts of congress, re* 


lating to the flag, ban the manner oi 
arranging the stars been prescribed, and 
in consequence there has been a lack of 
uniformity in the matter, thus one nifty 
see the stars arranged in different ways. 
There in no difference in the arrange- 
ment, however, in the army and navy, 
since July 4th. 1908. when a definite 
agreement was reached. 


"Now regarding the laws relating to 


the flag permit me to name only a few 
which will show th» nature of the splen- 
did movement. Senate bill, number 229, 
prepared and approved by the execu- 
tive committee of the American Flag as- 
sociation, consifting of a score of so- 
cieties, is drafted to prevent: 


"1. Attaching to or writing anything 


whatever on the flag, or 


"2. Using pictures of the flag for iwjr 


purposes of advertising. 
(Soloo* pic- 


ture in Portland, Ore., '1 protect you.) .. 


"3. 
Or, the line of flngw varying in 


the number of stars from the actual 
number of states, or from thn legal site 
and material. 


"Thn association enumerated various . 


desecrations of the flag which bad come 
to their notice: 


"1. Attaching to the flag political 


tickets. 


"2. Attaching to the flag advertise- 


ments. 


"3. 
Writing or printing commercial 


advertisements upon the white stripes 
of" the flag, such as of bicycles, beer, 
whisky, tar soap, cambric, pepsin chew- 
ing gum. theaters, tobacco, 
awnlnfft, 


hrewori™, cigars, dime museums, pic- 
nic 
grounds, patent medicines, pool 


rooms, prize fights, roof gardens, sample 
rooms, shooting galleries, variety show*, 
restaurants, etc., etc., etc. 


"4. Printing of the flag on fhta p»p«r 


to be used for the wrapping of lemonl, 
orn.nges, fruits, 
small cheeses, hams, 


spools of thread, soap, chewing gum, 
fireworks, cigars, etc., etc. 


"5. 
Printing the flag on paper and 


pasting upon casks of beer and ate, 
bottles of whisky and other liquors. 


"6. Printing the flag on confectionary 


boxes, boxes of chewing gum, transfer 
tickets, door mats, paper n»pkjn», «*e., 
etc."7. 
Making clothing of the flag for 


clowns, representations of Uncle Sam, 
and of Columbia. 


"8. Using the flag for sacks to con- 


tain coal and other merchandise. 


"These general laws cover the specific 


laws of the various states which axe 
stated in practically the same language. 
It would not he a waste of any on«'« 
time to go to the public library and 
read the laws of a dozen or more of 
states such as Maine, Massachusetts 
Vermont, New York, Michigan, Illinois, 
Indiana and Oregon. They are found in 
Senate Reports. This very brief state- 
ment will probably help us to under- 
stand more fully "the exalted place in 
which the flag o'f the United States is 
held. May we ever honor, love and pro- 
tect our banner with the loyalty of true 
patriots. 
Long live the Daughters of 


the American Revolution."

Tholr indictment of Clmrlton will 


be followed by his trial before a jury. 


The jury, in its verdict, may report 


extenuating circumstances, but the 
sentence is |"ft entirely to the judge. 


The maximum penalty for murder 


such as Clmrlton committed is soli- 
tary confinement for lite, Italy hav- 
ing abolished the death penalty some 
years ago. 


In the. life term the first ten years 


is spent in solitary confinement, in a 
dark cell, with only bread and water. 
It is a medieval punishment, and 
prisoners rarely survive the ten-year 
ordpil, many of 
them considering 


death 
by 
suicide 
far 
preferable. 


Charlton, in addition, is said to have 
.tuberculosis. 


Those who know declare that "emo- 


tional insanity" will be Clfarlton's 
plea when he is brought to trial. 


Insanity, as a defense in murder 


cases, is as rommofi in Italy as in 
America. If Charlton is adjudged in- 
sane Italian officials declare that, in 
their opinion, he will nr>i be returned 
to this country, but will be confined 
In an -sylum in Italy.

wives are wounding or killing their hus- 
bands and escaping punishment these 
days," said Judge Mahoney of the mu- 
nicipal court when he fined Mrs. Dora 
Dwyer $100 and coats and sentenced her 
against the pleadings of her husband to 
six months in the Bridewell. 


Judge Mahoney had in mind the cases 


of a^dozen women in Chicago who have 
been acquitted on charges l(f husband 
murder within the last two years, some 
of them in the face of evidence that 
seemed overwhelming on the side of 
guilt. 
The judge announced from the 


bench that n.o leniency would be shown 
by him in such cases in deference to 
sex. 


Mrs. Dwyer fired a shot at her hus- 


band, Michael Dwyer, twenty-throe years 
old, in their home, No. 1235 West Madi- 
son street, wounding him in the right 
arm. Dwyer is a bartender, and when he 
returned home at 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the woman accused him of unfaith- 
fulness. Dwyer'B wound had been dressed 
at the county hospital and he appeared 
in court. 


"Don't be hard with her, Judge," he* 


pleaded. "She was excited; she pointed 
the revolver at me while in a rage and 
shot me. 
Ifc might have been an acci- 


dent; I don't know." 


"She is (incd $100 and costs and sen- 


tenced to the Bridewell for six months," 
returned the judge hotly. "I'm satisfied 
ehe kn«w what she was doing. You 
might be dead or mortally wounded now 
for all of her."

In 1459 It was acquired 
y Thomas Bouchier, Archbishop of Can- 
Tbury, by whom It was bequeathed in 
4S8 to the Episcopal See. His successors, 
ohn Moreton (1486-1500); William W*r- 
iam (1502-3532), and finally Thomas 
>nnmer (crented Archbishop in 1532), 
made it one of their favorite residences.

wired glass, making it practically impos- 
:ible for a fire to jump from one story to 
another from the outside of the building. 
Our experience has been that fire in the 
average loft building of from twelve to 
twenty stories in height has been confined 
to the floor on which it originated. 
This 


has been due in a measure to the quick- 
ness witli which the alarm was communi- 
cated to Fire Headquarters. 
Most modern 


buildings are equipped with automatic 
alarms which operate on the general prin- 
cipal of the sprinkler head thermostat. 


As to the rescue work in tall buildings, 


that is a more difficult problem than the 
actual killing of£ o£ a fire five hundred 
>r more feet above the street level. While 
there nre fire towers in the modern struc- 
tures there is always the possibility of 
panic,

A network of -water mains branch out 


through the streets from central pump- 
ng stations. Along these mains at fre- 
quent intervals arc hydrants. 


When a fire occurs in the business dis- 


trict our high pressure hose wagons and 
water towers respoud. 
The hose «• 


coupled to the high pressure hydrants. 
The function usually performed by the 
team fire engine is in the high pressure 
district performed by the central pump- 
ing station. It feeds the water through 
our hose nt a pressure even greater than 
our large sized fire engine could supply. 
In three engine companies located in the 
high pressure district— Engine Company 
No. 20, on Lafayette street, near Spring 
street; Engine Company No. 27, on 
Franklin street, near Hudson street, and 
Engine Company No. 72, on Twelfth 
street — we have abolished the fire enginei 
and installed in each high pressure hos« 
vagons instead. 


Our water towers are fed also by the

"Forty years ago." said a prominent 


restaurateur to n reporter for this news- 
paper, "wo had the 'two' and 'three' bot- 
tle men who drank one wine throi^rhout 
a dinner. It might he Burgundy 01 Ijf aret, 
perhaps. At nny rate, they stuck 10 this 


one wine and they drank a large quantity 
of it at one sitting. Nowadays they want 
variety in their wines. No one is content 
to drink one wine throughout a dinner. 
Of course there are persons who drink 
champagne throughout a dinner, but this 
is not good form; it is nonveau riche. 
The person who knows how to dine never 
does this. 
Champagne may do for sup- 


per or for luncheon, and then no r-ther 
wine need be served, but. for dinner there 
must be variety in the fashionable world 
OL to-day. 


"The experienced diner who is a person 


if taste has first an appetite", which may 
be of sherry or of Madeira. 
He does not 


have a cockriil at dinner; that, is, not nt 
a dinner in a private house which is an 
affair of some importance. A man drinks 


cocktail in a cnfC or perhaps at a public 


dinner, not at a private dinner. 
Then 


after the appetizer there is a white wine, 
either snuterne, chablis or hock. 
This 


will bo followed by a claret, a red Bur- 


gundy and a very dry champagne. 
The 


diner may leave out either the. claret or 
the Burgundy or he rmiy take both of 
them, but in either event only a little of 
each of thc.se wines is used by the average 
diner. Very usually he will content him- 
self with one glass of champagne. 


"No one any more drinks two or three 


quarts of Burgundy or .\ledoc at a din- 
ner. 
The taste for a variety of wines 


has become so universal that in France, 
where they did not. want to put the finer 
wine* into pint bottles, they found it nec- 
essary to do so. 


"While, wines are served cold nnd red 


wines as near as possible at the tempera- 
ture of the room, between (10 degrees and 
G5 degrees, which doesn't o£ course at all 
lake into account the xtenm heated apart- 
ment atmosphere. 
Champagne cups in 


which ice is used are very popular in 
summer time, but it is a pity to spoil a 
fine champagne by using it in this fash- 
ion. It is all'very well for the less per- 


fect champagnes. 


"Champagne has been growing in popu- 


larity in America for many years and 
there has been no falling o£t" in the taste 
for champagne throughout the country. 
Last year the United State; imported 
272,000 cases o£ champagne, which is 
3,204,000 quarts, and the fact that cham- 
pagne has gone up in price doos not seem 
to hnvc altered the amount sold in the 
least. 


"A great many residents of. America 


are connoisseurs o£ wine, and the finer 
brands and vintages are sold in large 
quantities. 
Champagne, like all wines 


improves with age, in bottles, up to a cer- 
tain time. 
What the age is is problem 


atical. 
Tt is not a question that is to be 


decided mathematically. 
It v.-.ries with 


the different brands and the different vin- 
tages. 
Some champagnes 
will mature 


much more quickly than others, and it is 
not possible to sny why this is. Tho tnste 
alone must decide in each special case." 


runs horizontally along the bridge road. 
There are seventy-five connecting pointi 
where the Fire Department hose can b« 
coupled. The pipe line is fed with water 
from both the Brooklyn and Manhattan 
sides by perpendicular pipes converging 
from three points on each side of the river. 
The necessity for such a high pressure on 
the East River bridges was demonstrated 
by the fire in the Manhattan tower of the 
new Williamsburg Bridge. This blaze 
threatened to destroy two cables which 
contained some ten thousand wires. 


While the average fire our department 


would be called upon to fight on the Ma - 
lattan Bridge would be on trolley cni. . 
:rucks or vans, the high pressure system 
of this bridge could well be used againat 
a blaze in any o£ the buildings which run 
along the street at cither end of the 
structure. 
It might be invaluable also in 


fighting fire on a vessel beneath the 
Bridge. 
In the latter event a stream 


could be thrown directly down into the 
hold of the ship. 
Sometimes an alarm 


comes to our fire-boat stations when the 
boats are away fighting a blaze in some 
other point In such an event were the 
blazing ship within reach of the Manhat- 
tan Bridge high pressure line it is likclj 
she could be saved from aloft 


Such remarkable progress has been made 
i the science of fire fighting during re- 
cent years that it is with some temerity 
that I hazard a forecast of what our fire 
'ighting system will be, say, in 1930.- Yet 
the strides that are being made in fire 
prevention nnd in fire fighting apparatus 
cad me to believe that disastrous fires in . 
New York city, will be greatly reduced in 
years to come. 


I am sure the time is not far distant 


when building construction in this city 
will be perfected to such an extent that 
a blaze on any floor can be practically 
smothered without the aid of water at all 
I mean by this that any given room can 
be hermetically sealed and a gas released 
which will consume the oxygen in the air 
nnd cause the fire to die. 


This system of extinguishing fires is 


even now pursued in incipient blazes, 
which can be conquered by the use of a 
hand extinguisher filled with an acid 
which quickly consumes the oxygen around 
the fire. 


I am sure that in the near future build- 


ings will be constructed so that windows, 
doors, elevator openings, &c., will be closed 
automatically at the instant a fire is dis- 
covered. 
Of course, I do not mean that 


the Fire Department will cvet be abol- 
ished, but I do believe that its work will 
he lessened in the years to come by the 
building methods whith tend to prevent, 
first, the cause of fire and, second, tb* 
spread of fire when once it starts.

The change of mind, or repent- 
ance of the gospel, is not of works at 
all, but entirely of grace. 
Sorrow for 


sin, and forsaking sin, and living to 
God—if anything are works, these are. 
works, these are. 
If thus seeking sal- 


vation by works, you can never have 
enough of this repentance to get saved. 
If thus 'Seeking salvation by works, you 
can never have enough of this repent- 
ance to get saved. It is a thorough mis- 
take to think of getting saved by the 
good works of the repentance of the^law. 


You may think it a light thing to go 


on in sin. 
Oh. you can easily repent 


some.Hay.- Fearful, fatal, delusion. You 
arc becoming more hardened every day. 


Let me now turn to the repentance of 


the gospel. 


God if a God of truth, and the truth 


is that man is a lost sinner, utterly 
without righteousness; as it is writ- 
ten. 
''There is none righteous, no not 


one.*' 
Now man's 
mind is in total 


darkness as to this. He thinks he is 
not so bad as to be past mending. 


"Have I Repented Enough?" 


And there is another thing. 
God loves man in this lost nnd guilty 


condition. 
He sent His beloved Son 


from the throne of glory; and with 
burning love for the poor, guilty sin- 
ner He died on the cross—"the Just for 
the Unjust." 
Oh look at that dying 


Lamb of God. 
See from that pierced 


side the blood of atonement. He bowed 
His head and died. 
All was flnishrd. 


God hath raised Him from the dead; 
and now God can meet thee through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus. He 
does meet thee. He does love thee. poor 
broken-hearted sinner. God meets thee 
in love! He commands thee in the gos- 
pel to change thy mind. What is that? 
To believe what is true. That thou hast 
nothing but sin in which to meet Him. 
Give up, only give up all pretensions to 
righteousness, and as a lost sinner I 
point thee to the cross; and I tell thee, 
as surely as thou art brought to know 
thyself as a lost sinner, feeling thy ut- 
ter need 
of Christ, God meets thee 


through the finished work of Christ, and 
pointing to the cross on which all thy 
sins were borne, He says, There sin- 
ner! now I have nothing against thee. 
It is not thy meeting God with the 
works of thy repentance; but God meet- 
ing thee through the death of Christ. 


May the goodness of God thus lead 


thee, my reader, to repentance, even to 
tho full moral judgment of thyself in 
his presence, and the full knowledge of 
His wondrous love to thee. a lost sin- 
ner, and thou shalt find these glad tid- 
ings the power of God unto salvation. 


By the Spirit of God thou shalt have

it Is on that account that crossing 
some of our larger breeds Is so much

And although beauty of form has 


to be sacrificed, yet in the weight of 
mutton and wool obtained, together 
•with 3. small percentage or mortality.

On light land, or any really good 


sheep land, people can do as they 
please, and on sheep land most breeds 
will thrive, either kept pure or other- 
wise; but sheep are now kept on land 
where in days gone by such a thins 
would not be dreamed of. and it is on 
that kind of land that crossbred sheep 
are sure to thrive better than any 
other.

Perhaps No Other Crop Requires Such a Variety of Different Treatments, 


Depending Upon the Special Locality in Which It Is Grown, as Alfalfa. 


Throughout the western half of the 


United StatCK the soil appears to be- 
naturally supplied 
with the proper 


bactr-ria for the forma'ion oC the root 
tubercles. In the eastern part of the 
country, however, where the soil con- 
ditions arc 
less favorable 
to 
the 


growth of these bacteria, it is ncarly 
alwaya necessary to Ripply them at 
the time of seeding- This irinoculation 
may be supplied either by scattering 
Boll from a successful alfalfa Held or 
in the form of artificial culture's. 


Although possessed of some disad- 


vantages, inoculation by means of soil 
from a successful 
alfalfa field 
will 


nearly always produce the desired 
results. 
It is essential that car« lie 


taken to avoid 
the introduction of 


seeds of noxious weeds or harmful 
plant diseases. The bulkiness of the 
300 to SOO pounds of soil necessary 
for an acre makes it advisable to se-

It is advisable to disc the alfalfa after 
cutting. 
This process loosens up the 


soil and aerates It. which is decidedly 
advantageous to the alfalfa.

discs are set nearly straight, while the 
weeds arc to a great extent destroyed. 
A spike-toothed harrow may follow 
the disk to level the ground.

Seed onions are of better flavor 


and keep longer and are more profit- 
able to grow than sets, though some 
fall to grow them In the home garden 
because they are more difficult to keep 
clean of weeds. 


The best way to raise onions from 


seed is In* sowing the seed in a bed 
or cold frame early in the season and 
transplanting later to the row where 
they are to grow. 


A small section of the hot bed will 


gw\v 1000 plants until they are the 
size nf quills, or they can be crowded. 
Uy tlmt time the ground will be warm 
and all sccil will have germinated so 
that the plants may be set in clean 
grtiund that has been worked over to 
kill^all the young weeds. 


If one lacks for room in the hot 


bed the seed may be sown in a shel- 
tered place, an old brush heap, ash 
bed or some place where the soil is 
good. 


If there Is room to sow the seeds in 


drills six inches apart they may he 
worked some to keep them growing 
before they are transplanted. 


When you are ready to transplant 


them, wet the ground and pull the 
plants and then cut off about half 
the top and slightly tip the roots. 


Set the plants from two to three 


inches apart in the row and in rows 
of fifteen inches apart. 
If very dry 


use water when transplanting and 
every one will live. 


If the soil has been well manured 


with stable manure or poultry drop- 
pings and worked over several times 
before the onions are 
transplanted 


to the rows there will be but fow 
wends to contend with and the plants 
will not be checked In growth. 


Onions should be pulled and placed 


to dry in the shade when the tops 
begin to turn yellow and drop over. 
which is usually In August.

ger of introducing serious insect pests 
and fungus diseases, was caused more 
lareoly by the introduction of the San 
Jose scale, than any other one factor. 
No other insect has caused so much 
state and national legislation as the 
San Jose scale (a harmless Insect in 
Its native home In centra.! Chini). 
which infests a wide range of fruit 
trees as well ns many ornamentals. 
If there had been no Inspection serv- 
ice during the past fifteen or more 
years, this pest would now be found 
in every state, county, and township 
in the Union where deciduous trees 
are growing. The damage caused by 
this tiny Insect was early recognized 
by entomologists and 
means 
were 


sought to prevent Its spread. 
But be- 


fore adequate means of control were 
discovered, it had gained a foot-hold 
In many sections of some of our east- 
ern states, and In spite of all precau- 
ti. n has gradually spread. 


hat. is true of 'fruit trees Is also 


true of shndo trees. Take, for instance. 
the Injury to our beautiful birch trees 
by insects. Such n gciicm! destruction 
of birch trees in ornamental plantings 
has occurred In tbe past fou- or five 
years throughout some .'••-.••Ions, that 
the attention of a great many ppnpie 
has been attracted to the loss. 
Sev- 


eral theories have been advanced for 


the gradual dying of the birch trees, 
but the real cause is the bronze 
colored beetle. 


The small white larva of the bronze 


birch-borer burrows just beneath the 
bark, eating its way irregularly around 
the trunk and limbs of the tree in the 
sap-bearing layers, leaving winding 
galleries of castings nmj cutting off 
the flow of sap beyond the point at- 
tacked. 
On "Tbe younger branches 


these winding galleries are revealed 
by the corresponding ridges on the ex- 
terior of the limb. 


No adequate remedy has been found 


j to combat this pest, although a heavy 
coating of whitewaifi applied in spring 
before e^i< laying begins might prove 
a valuable check. 
It is Always ad- 


visable tft cut out .and burn all infested 
limbs very early each year before the 
adults emerge 


Until this serious infestation passes 


over. It is not advisable to plant any 
birches, for loss of the tree is almost 
sure to result 


SWKKT COKN AND SNAP BEANS. 


We know of no other crop that pays 


better for Labor bestowed than a pood 
large plat of sweet corn and snap 
benns. 
Last: year we planted nearly 


one-haJf 'aero to sweet corn aad 
beans. 


The earliest planting was made as 


soon as the ground was warm enough to 
nsure growth. An extra, early variety of 
sweet corn was planted on a part of 
the first, planting, then a medium 
early .variety was planted tho same 
day. 
Tills gave roasting ears for a 


longer season than if only one va- 
riety had been planted at this plant- 
ing. 


Then a part of the ground was re- 


served for later planting so that we 
had plenty of sweet com and snap 
beans for home use from an early 
season until frost.

was considerable corn dried for winter 
use and from $10 to $12 -worth of 
sweet corn and beans sold oft of the 
half ncre plot.

of seed saved for next year's planting.

Any 
decrease In tho strength of tho con- 
crete necessitates a corresponding In- 
creaso In some dimension oC the me^n- 
bers. and thereby adds to tho dead 
load which the structure must sustain. 


Reinforcing bara should be made 


from steel having a safe strength of 
not less than 30,000 pounds per square 
Inch, and

malleability to bo readily bent into the

shapes while cold. 
When 


placed in concrete they should be free 
from rust, grensn, or foreign materials 
of any kind, otherwise a perfect bond 
between the bara and tho concrete will 
not be obtained.
